2. In order to regulate such exports to Yugoslavia under the Limited Rupee Payment 
Arrangement, the louowmg pioceuure has been prescribed:— 

10 Ouch exporters wno wish to export the goods mentioned in para 1 above under 
the Kupee Payment Arrangement are required to have their contracts regis¬ 
tered with immediate chect with the concerned Agencies indicated below;— 

(a) Engineering Export Promotion Council, Bombay and Calcutta for item Nos. 

1 and 2 . 

(b) Cofieo Board, Bangalore. 

Only such exporters need apply who have a contract with an importer in Yugoslavia 
possessing a valid letter of authorisation issued by the Yugoslav Authority. While doing so, 
the exporters are required to furnish to the agency concerned. In duplicate, the following 
information in addition to the copy of the contracl(s>:— 

(a) Name and address of the Yugoslav importer having valid letter of authorisa¬ 

tion issued by the Yugoslav authorities; 

(b) Contract number and date; 

(c) Delivery schedule! 

(d) Indian port from which the shipmont is to be effected for export; 

(e) Commodity and value thereof involved; 

, (f) Name of the Yugoslav Port to which the shipment is to be booked for 

exports. 

(ii) The Agency concerned will register the contracts on first-come, flrst-served basis 
ana issue necessary advice to the exporters and the Port Licensing Auihority 
(in case of items which are under Export Control) and to the Customs 
Authorities (In respect of items which are not under Export Control and 
also those which arc included under OGL 3). 

(Ill) The exporter will submit the shipping bill in respect of controlled items (except 
those under OGL 3) for export to Yugoslavia in Rupees to the Export 
Control Authorities and the ETC authorities shall allow export of only 
controlled items by endorsement on shipping bills in accordance with Export 
Policy for that item in force on the dale of passing of the shipping biil(s). 
Shipment in respect of items which are not under Export Control and those 
which are under OGL 3 shall be allowed direct by the Customs Authorities 
in the normal manner. 

(iv) The particulars of shipment, value, contract number, name of exporter will be 
transmitted by the Agency concerned onco a fortnight, l.e., by the 15th and 
the 30th of each month to the Ministry of Commerce (Shri R, M. Abhyankar, 
U.S.O, New Delhi by name. 

3. Exporters are advised to note that all contracts for export in Rupees to Yugoslavia 
under this arrangement must have the prior approval of the concerned Agency by way 
of registration of their contracts. 

4. Exporters are further advised to inform the concerned agency as soon as the ship¬ 
ment from India takes place. 

5 Ceilings for the different items will be watched by the concerned agencies, indicated 
above and they will stop registering the contracts as soon as ceilings are reached.
